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Canadian Air 
Liner Crashes 
Killing 118 


STE. THERESE DE BLAIN- 


VILLE, Que. (AP)—A four-en- 
fine Canadian jetliner plunged 
to earth in driving rain Friday 
night, killing 118 persons. 


The crash was the worst in 


Canadian aviation history and 
the, world's second worst single 
plane disaster. All the dead — 
111 passengers and a crew of 7 
—rwere believed to be Canadi- 
ans. 


The crash occurred just four 


minutes after the Trans-Cana- 
da Air Lines DC8 jet took off 
hi heavy wind and rain from 
Montreal's Dorval Airport on a 
300-mile flight to Toronto.

Eyewitnesses d i s a g r e e d 


whether the plane exploded in 
the air or after plowing into a 
muddy field outside Ste. Ther- 
ese de Blainville, a factory 
-town 20 miles north of Mont- 
real. 


The plane dug a crater at 


least 90 feet wide and 6 feet 
deep. 
•Rescuers began searching for 
bodies this morning. Bodies and 
'wreckage were strewn over at 
'least a quarter-mile. 


• Airline 
officials 
expressed 


doubt about determining the 
cause of the crash by the usual 
piece-by-piece reconstruction of 
the plane. The government im- 
mediately ordered an investiga- 
tion. 


'A Trans-Canada spokesman 


said there was no question of 
Sabotage. 
1 The plane crashed at 6:32 
P'm., EST. Witnesses heard a 
terrific noise—"like an atomic 
tKMnb," some said—and saw a 
red ball of fire. The wreckage 
burned for two hours. 


The plane hit 800 feet from a 


row of houses along Highway 
11; crashing midway between 
thte Toad and an expressway to 
the Laurentian Mountains a re- 
sort' area north of Montreal.

One of the first persons to 


reach the- wreckage wa«-\a lb- 
cal constable, Noel Aubertin. 


"I heard this immense explo- 


sion," he said. "It sounded like 
an atomic bomb; My car radio 
went out of commission. 


"I don't remember seeing the 


plane at all. I just heard the 
loud crash. I ran to the scene 
and all I could see was a mass 
Of fire." 


At first much of the plane's 


Ihud - splattered fuselage ap- 
peared intact, but it was quick- 
ly consumed by fire. Identifica- 
tion of the plane remained un- 
certain until a rescuer found a 
Ijfe: jacket with the airline's 
monogram on it.

when he sought to arrest a sus- 
pect in the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. 


Police charged Lee .Harvey 


Oswald with the slayings of 
both Kennedy and Tippit. Os- 
wald himself was slain later. 


Hiskind said the money will 


be given to Mrs. Tippit "in a 
lump sum. This takes all the 
work off the widow."

Johnson's 
Big Problem

Congressional action on civil 
rights is President Johnson's 
biggest domestic problem—just 
as it was John F. Kennedy's. 


The current moo dof modera- 


tion among the lawmakers may 
produce some relatively speedy 
action on aid to education, voca- 
tional training and other bills 
when they return' from their 
holiday next week. 


But the fierce controversy 


over the late president's pro- 
gram for an expansion of racial 
equality will test all of John- 
son's vaunted ability to tack 
with the legislative wind to 
reach his objective, 
• • • 


Johnson has called for action 


now on Kennedy's civil rights 
legislation. The possibilities of 
getting it likely will be dis- 
cussed today at a meeting be- 
tween Johnson and Roy WiTkins, 
executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. 


Kennedy's relations with Con- 


gress were building to a crisis 
—a situation Johnson has inher- 
ited. Yet the new President can 
not afford in an election year 
not to get what Negro voters re- 
gard as meaningful civil rights 
legislation, 


Kennedy's strength with the 


Negroes was unquestioned, John- 
son's is not readily assessable. 


If he President has to com- 


promise the rights bill to get 
Congress' approval for it, he 
could lose ground sharply with 
Negroes, particularly if the Re- 
publicans nominate a strong civ- 
il rights advocate. 


There now is no apparent way 


to move past the barrier of a 
Southern Democratic filibuster 
in the Senate a bill containing 
the controversial section that 
would enforce desegregation on 
selected businesses dealing with 
the public. 


If Robert F. Kennedy remains 


as attorney general and Johnson 
follows his advice in this field, 
the President would refuse to 
compromise this provision any 
further. 


The attorney , general thinks 


that any civil rights legislation 
without a strong public accom- 
modations provision would be 
unacceptable to Negroes. 


House leaders began oiling up 


two old parliamentary moves to 
prevent the Southern-led Rules 
Committee from blocking action 
on the civil rights bill. 


One would bypass the commit- 


tee; the other would temporarily 
strip 
Chairman Howard W. 


Smith, D-Va., of his control over 
the 15-member group. Smith is 
strongly opposed to the rights 
measure. 


Both moves are intended to 


produce early compliance—prob- 
ably in January—with Johnson's 
plea for less talk and more ac- 
tion on civil rights as a memo- 
rial to the late president.

but about 50 years ago they 
were covered. 


1 The/building 
was quite re- 


markable 
for 
a number of 


reasons. For one thing, 
the 


totluftis used were not • 2> x- 4's, 
but 2 x 6's, 2 x 8's, and even 
2 x 10's. All were heart pine or 
cypress and were 20 feet long! 
The/rough lumber was white 
washed when it was first used, 
and after the demolition had 
begun, the men who were work- 
ing on it recently found the 
lumber under the wallboards 
Was still white washed. 


-Though the building was well 


over 100 years old, there was 
no decay to mention and not a 
single termite. Because it was 
erected on pillars of bois d' arc 
wood,' naturally, the foundation 
was excellent since bois d'arc 
wpn't'rot. 


Ownership of the hotel-board- 


ing house 
changed hands a 


number of times, but Mrs. Mat- 
tie Wilson was probably the 
first owner. Other owners in- 
cluded E. H. Ammonette, Andy 
Reed, Bill Nelson and daugh- 
ter, and Mrs. Henry Wilson. 


The greatest surge of business 


at the hotel as well as at every 
other establishment 
in Fulton 


was in 1929 when the highway 
bridge was being built. Engi- 
neers and others working on the 
bridge quickly filled the 
10 


bedrooms 
upstairs and 
the 


three 
large bedrooms down- 


stairs. 
Four more bedrooms 


were added 
later. The lobby 


was on the right as you enter- 
ed, manager's quarters were on 
the left, and a large dining room 
was in the center of the house. 
There, 24 
people could 
be 


served at two large tables. 


Though probably not built as 


as a home but as a hotel or 
boarding house from the very 
beginning, 
there 
were 
tiny, 


dark, 
greasy spots 
two feet 


above the stairway w h i c h 
E 
roved that small children once 
ve there. 
Courthouse records snow the 


first purchase price of the ho- 
tel in 1876 was $1200, and last 
sale was for $400. The last buy- 
er was primarily interested in 
the lumber the building contain- 
ed, of course. No, the plumbing 
couldn't be salvaged, for there 
never was any. No water pipes 
ever found their way to the con- 
fines of this old two-story struc- 
ture, which had something else 
old-fashioned and 
quite lovely 


— a porch upstairs and down- 
stairs across the front. 


. This Fulton landmark is now 
a thing of the past, but when the 
last traces of the structure dis- 
appeared, so did 20-foot cyprus 
boards and old square nails that 
could have told many stories if 
they had had the gift of speech. 
They probably had seen Jim 
Bowie stop there overnight on 
his way to Texas, or perhaps 
they knew stories about cotton 
merchants who often 
stayed 


there en route to New Orleans. 
They might even have shared 
the chill oi a wash tub bath 


when the tempertaure dipped to 
15 degrees. 


If an old, square nail could 


only talk! For Claude Wilson of 
Fulton brought me one from 
that old hotel.'

Holscher has asked the 19 prop- 
erty owners on the two-block 
street where he lives to agree 
to change the name to "Ken- 
nedy Drive." 


Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., pro- 


posed that 50 million silver dol- 
lars expected to be minted next 
year bear the image of Ken- 
nedy. 


Schools in Butte, Mont., and 


Bethpage, N.Y., have

named for Kennedy and dozens 
of other school districts are con- 
sidering such suggestions.

The election, to select a suc- 
cessor to pro-Western President 
Romulo Betancourt, is Sunday. 


Terrorists of the pro-Castro 


Armed Forces for National Lib- 
eration (FALN) Friday, warned 
the city's population of 1.5 mil- 
lion to 
remain indoors from 


midnight Friday until Monday 
or face the possibilities of be- 
ing shot. 


The FALN is trying to fright- 


en the population from voting 
and thus gain a legal basis for 
declaring the election invalid. 
Venezuelans paid little atten- 
tion to the threats. 


Still ringing in the voters' 


ears was Betancourt's charge 
that Fidel Castro's Cuba had 
committed aggression 
against 


Venezuela 
by supplying the 


FALN with over three tons of 
arms. 


The arms were 
discovered 


buried in a beach near Caracas 
Nov. 2. 


Cuba and its Soviet allies 


claim the charge was a "provo- 
cation" against Cuba, but the 
United States and most of the 
Latin-American nations are sid- 
ing with Betancourt. 


Betancourt is constitutionally 


prevented f r o m 
succeeding 


himself, but the candidate of his 
Democratic Action party, Raul 
Leoni, is believed a sure win- 
ner. There was doubt, howev- 
er, if the party could win a 
congressional majority without 
which stable government 
may 


.be difficult. 


The FALN continued holding 


Col. James K. Chenault, deputy 
chief of the U.S. military mis- 
sion, and threatened to harm 
him unless the government re- 
leases 71 terrorists, including 
six that were 
arrested after 


they hijacked a plane and flew 
to Trinidad Thursday. 


The terrorists, who abducted 


Chenault from his house Wed- 
nesday, orginally promised to 
free him unharmed today.

ident Johnson, exponent of a 
vigorous national space pro- 
gram, found himself confronted 
today with dramatic new evi- 
dence of Russia's intensified 
pace in the race. 


The Soviet Union Thursday 


night announced a new series of 
rocket tests 
in 
the 
Pacific 


Ocean beginning next Monday 
and lasting almost two months. 


The tests said the 
Soviet 


news agency Tass, will be made 
"in view of the enlargement of 
the program of scientfiic re- 
search in the further explora- 
tion of outer space." 


The series precumably is part 


of the Soviet Union's program 
to land men on the moon—a 
program on which the United 
States also has embarked, with 
the support of Johnson. 


The Moscow announcement 


came at almost the exact mo- 
ment Johnson, in his speech to 
the nation, announced he was 
honoring the 
late 
President 


Kennedy by 
renaming 
the 


launch area and missile test 
center at Cape Canaveral the 
John F. Kennedy Space Center 
and renaming the cape itself 
Cape Kennedy. 


During the course of his ad- 


dress Johnson, without elabo- 
ration, also said that "our de- 
fenses are secure." 


The United States is expected 


to keep close on the new Soviet 
rocket tests. 


It has become custom for 


U.S. ships, aircraft and radar 
stations track Soviet rocket fir- 
ings into the Pacific. 


One of the impact areas des- 


ignated in the Moscow an- 
nouncement is in the vicinity of 
the Marshall Islands, where 
previous rockets have been di- 
rected. The other is northward 
in the Pacific, generally east of 
Tokyo. 


The U.S. is able to track So- 


viet rockets virtually from the 
point of launching in the Caspi- 
an Sea area to the impact point 
in the Pacific. 


Radar tracking stations, with 


ranges of 
several 
thousand 


miles, are believed to be oper- 
ating in Turkey. These provide 
date on the initial phase of (he 
flights. 


Another powerful station in 


the Aleutian islands can pick up 
the image of the rockets as they 
soar high above eastern Russia 
and the Maritime Provinces 
and follow them down to where 
ships and aircraft track them 
in the final phases of trajt-c 
tory.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson has named a tan- 
level panel to investigate the as- 
sinaion of President John F. 
Kennedy so that the nation, the 
world and history will know the 
facts. 


That was Johnson's mandate 


to the special presidential com- 
mission named Friday night. He 
chose Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren to head it. 


Johnson was understood to be 


determined to avoid multiple in- 
quiries that could cloud the 
facts about the murder of Ken- 
nedy in Dallas a week ago Fri- 
day and the shooting two days 
later of the man police charged 
with killing the President. 


The new President said he 


had chosen the commission "to 
study and report upon all facts 
and circumstances relating to 
the assassination of the late 
President John F. Kennedy and 
the subsequent violent death of 
the man charged with the assas- 
sination." 


That man was Lee Harvey 


Oswald, 24, a self-styled Marx- 
ist. Oswald, accused of shoot- 
ing the president from ambush 
as Kennedy motored through 
downtown Dallas, was himself 
gunned down in the city police 
station last Sunday as he was 
about to be transferred to the 
County Jail. 


A night club operator named 


Jack Ruby has been indicted for 
the point-blank shooting of Os- 
wald. 
, 


In addition to Warren, John- 


son named these six to the com- 
mission: Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell, D-Ga.; Sen. John Sherman

Moscow propaganda in the 


wake of President Kennedy's 
assassination seems to reflect a 
feeling of dread. 


In 
the Kremlin's 
reaction 


there is detectable a fear that 
the American public will turn 
its wrath upon communism, as 
such, because a man labeled a 
pro-Castro marxist was accused 
of killing the President. 


Premier Khrushchev and his 


supporters, beset by enormous 
economic problems, and a deep 
split in the world Communist 
.camp may be annrehensive that 
Soviet foreign policy could col- 
lapse before a hardened U.S. 
attitude. 


propaganda is full of 
warnings. The govern- 


ment newspaper, Ivestia, which 
can be considered a voice of 
Khrushchev h i m s e l f , 
said 


"President Kennedy's death has 
undoubtedly aggravated the sit- 
uation in the United States." 


"The struggle between sober- 


minded 
Americans 
and 
the 


forces 
of rabid 
reactionaries 


who will not miss the chance of 
using the situation for their own 
ends, will be very tense," "Iz- 
vestia's' editorial said Monday. 


Khrushchev's policy is pegged 


to peaceful coexistence, as he 
calls it. This implies that since 
war is unthinkable, the two 
greatest powers must agree on 
dangerous issues. As practiced, 
coexistence has involved prob- 
ing, testing, edging close to 
danger — as ia Cuba and Ber- 
lin — and retreating when there 
is risk of a collision, which 
could trigger war. 


Kennedy 
confronted 
Khru- 


shchev with shows of strength 
in Berlin and in Cuba. But the 
Kremlin knew Kennedy and re- 
spected him as an antagonist. 
President Johnson still is an un- 
known quantity to the Russians, 
and Moscow deeply suspects 
what it does not know or under- 
stand.

The war in South Viet Nam 


is a prime proving ground for 
China's tough revolutionary the- 
ories. 


North Viet Nam, which di- 


rects and assists Communist 
subversion in the south, quick- 
ly announced the fighting would 
continue as it had when Ken- 
nedy was directing U.S. assist- 
ance to South Viet Nam's anti- 
Communist forces. 


To underline this threat, the 


Viet Cong guerrillas mounted 
powerful attacks on strategic 
hamlets in the south, dealing 
the young military regime some 
of the heaviest blows of the 
war. 


In Laos, the Pathet Lao Tues- 


day removed all doubts about 
where its allegiance lies. Once 
supported by the Russians, it 
now echoes Peking's line. 


The Pathet Lao radio said: 
"The 
U.S. imperialists will
